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SHOULD THE SCIENTIFIC UNIT, CYCLES PER SECOND, HAVE BEEN RENAMED? 
Scientific Lore by Howard A. Goodman, N4KYW 


Back in the 1950s, when | got into ham radio the standard accepted unit for frequency was cycles per sec- 
ond. For higher frequencies it was kilocycles per second. For even higher frequencies it was megacycles 
per second. 


It had been no problem for me to grasp the concept of frequency. Having been introduced to charts and 
graphs in high school, | already knew what a cycle was. Likewise, the unit of time known as a second. 


But the scientific community could not leave well enough alone. Earlier, they had named many of the basic 
terms for a lot of other scientific units of measure to honor scientists. Eventually, the tradition caught up 
with the unit of frequency as well. 


In 1930, the Systéme International d'Unité (SI) unit, hertz (Hz), was established in honor of Heinrich Hertz, a 
German physicist and pioneer in the study of electromagnetic waves, by the International Electrotechnical 
Commission for frequency, an expression of the number of times that a repeated event occurs during the 
space of one second. 


In France, this new unit name was adopted in 1960, officially replacing its traditional name. However, | don’t 
recall ‘hertz’ coming into common use in the U.S. until well after | graduated college in 1965. One hobby 
magazine, Electronics Illustrated, declared their intention to stick with the traditional units. 


Is it just me? | find it particularly insidious when a compound or fractional unit of measure, such as cycles/ 
second, is replaced by a single, non-related word, in this case a proper surname. The reason is that, in re- 
naming the scientific unit of frequency to hertz the two defining units (cycles and second) become masked 
forever, rendering it unnecessarily more difficult for someone to grasp the concept. 


Just imagine, for example, a high school physics teacher trying to introduce their students to the concept of 
frequency. They might begin with...

“The unit of frequency is called ‘the hertz. 


One of the students who happens not to be playing with his cell phone at that moment would certainly be 
prompted to ask, “What’s a hertz?” 


Whereupon the physics teacher would reply with, “One cycle per second,” reverting right back to the origi- 
nal self-descriptive basic unit names! 


Not to disparage old Hank, but his surname alone does nothing to reveal the actual meaning of the unit of 
frequency. Rather, it adds another layer of cloudiness in the path to learning. The above is but one example. 
How many others exist out there? 


All this can be summed up by the following perennial observation of mine: 


“Man is perhaps the only animal on the face of this earth who possesses the innate ability to make life more 
complicated for himself.”
